DARLAN PRISONER 


Marshal Pétain has taken over 
Admiral Darlan’s post of Com- 
mander-in-Chief of all French armed 
forces, it was officially anneunced in 
Vichy to-day.

HAMBURG BOMBED

GALLANT SCOUT 


A gilt cross for gallantry has been 
awarded to Patrol Leader L. Nichol- 
son, of the 19th Dublin Scot:t Group. 
He played an important part in the 
rescue of Mr. Charles Kenny on the 
rock face of the Powerscourt Water- 
fall. He was the first to climb to a 
spot near to Mr. Kenny, and tried 
to get him to shift his position to a 
safer part of the rock. Mane 
in the first effort, he went in search 
of ropes. Cycling back, he reclimbed 
the rock face and endeavoured to 
effect a rescue, but was not success- 
ful, as the ropes were not long 
enough, nor were they sufficiently 
strong for the purpose. He suc- 
ceeded, however, in passing a rope 
to Mr. Kenny, and, by his persistent 


jcalling of encouragement and advice, 


persuaded him to move to a safer 
position, securing him by the rope, 
so that he would not fall backwards 
to his death. Nicholson remained 
more than 2$ hours perched on a 
ledge ten feet from Mr. Kenny, who 
says that it was largely due to the

ASHINGTON, Tuesday—

It was the time when 


Joint Staff of the U.S. for joint 
planning between two Allied 
nations which had most military 
naval forces.

There 
was also the very large factor of 
shipping and of how many people 
could’ be got/across.

But the more 
is was studied the more it became 
apparent that, because of physical 
limitations, such an offensive could 
not be carried out with a reasonable 
chance of success in 1942. Physical 
limitations were the production of 
various munitions, the training of 
sufficient men, and the transportation 
of men and materials over to the 
other side, 


FOR 1943 


“I asked Mr. Churchill here later 
whether an offensive on a very large 
scale would be practicable about the 


middle of 1943, or whether 
a. offensive on a smaller scale, 
were problems of transportation, 
manufacture and munitions not so 
great, could be started in 1942. 


At that time we surveyed all the 
possibilities of an offensive more 
limited in its scope. By the end of 
June there was general agreement on 
an African offensive. By the end of 
July we had surveyed fundamentals, 
such as points of attack, numbers of 
men involved, the shipping problem, 
and the production problem. A little 
later people were beginning to talk 
about a second front—when actually 
a second front had already been de- 
termined on by two Governments. 
By the end of August the approxi- 
mate date of the attack was decided. 
So for several months both Mr. 
Churcbill and I had to listen with a 
smile—or shall I say—had to take it 
ion the chin.”

Mr. Churchill said:—In our wars 
the episodes are iargely adverse, 
but the final result has hitherto been 
satisfactory. The eddies swirl around 
us, but the tide bears us forward on 
its broad, resistless flood. In the 
last war we were uphill almost to 
the end. We met with continual dis- 
appointments and with disasters far 
more bloody than anything we have 
experienced so far in this. But in 
the end all the oppositions fell 
together, and all our foes submitted 
themselves to our will. 

We have not so far in this war 
taken as many German prisoners as 
they have taken British, but these 
German prisoners will, no doubt, 
come in in droves at the end, just 
as they did last time. I have never 
promised anything but blood, tears. 
toil and sweat. Now, however, we 


have a new experience. We have 
victory—a remarkable and definite 
victory. The bright gleam has 


caught the helmets of our soldiers 
and warmed and cheered all our 
hearts. 

INTENSE FIGHTING 

The late M. Venizelos observed 
that in all her wars England—he 
should have said Britain, of course— 
always won one battle—the last. It 
would seem to have begun rather 
earlier this time. General Alexander, 
with his brilliant comrade and lieu- 
tenant, General Montgomery, has 
made a glorious and decisive vic- 
tory in what I think = should 
be called the battle of Egypt. 
Rommel’s army has been defeated, 
it has been routed, it has been very 
largely destroyed as a fighting force. 
This battle was not fought for the 
sake of gaining positions or so many 
square miles of desert territory. 
General Alexander and General 
Montgomery fought it with one 
single idea—to destroy the armed 
forces of the enemy, and to destroy 
them in a place where disaster would 
be most punishable and irrecover- 
able. 

All the various elements in our 
lines of battle played their part— 
Indian troops, Fighting French, 
Greeks, representatives of ‘zecho- 
slovakia. and the others. The Ameri 
cans rendered powerful and invalu- 
able service in the air. But, as it 
happened—as the course of the battle 
turned—it has been fought through- 
ont almost entirely by men of British 
blood and from the Dominions on 
one side, and by (sermans on the 
other; the Italians were left to perish 
in the waterless desert. But the 
fighting between the British and the 
Germans was intense and fierce in 
the extreme. It was a deadly hattle. 
The Germans have been out-matched 
and out-fought with the very kind 
of weapons with which they had 
beaten down so many small peoples, 
and also larger, unprepared peoples. 
They have been beaten by many of 
the techuical apparatus on which 
they counted to gain domination of 
the world Especially is this true 


in the sir. as of the tanks 
and of the artillery, which 
has come back into its own. 


‘The Germans have received that 
measure of fire and steel which 
they have so often meted out to 
others. 


NOT THE END 


“ Now this is not the end. It is 
not even the beginning of the end, 
but it is, perhaps, the end of the be- 
ginning. Hitler’s Nazis will be equally 
well armed, and, perhaps, better 
armed, but henceforward they will 
have to face in many theatres that 
superiority in the air which they

MOSCOW, Tuesday. — Reuter’s 
Correspondent here says: ‘* With 
the Germans in front of Stalingrad, 
apparently temporarily exhausted, 
the brunt of the German attack in 
Southern Russia has been switched to 
Tuapse, the port which is helping 
the Soviet Fleet to remain master 
of the Black Sea. German troops, 
which forced a mountain river late 
yesterday, were thrown back by a 
Soviet counter-attack with  sub- 
stantial losses. 

‘* Northwards, from Tuapse to 
Novorossisk, the Red Army is con- 
tinuing its mopping-up of German 
and Rumanian troops encircled in 
the mountain valleys. Small groups 
of enemy tommy-gunners are trying 
to break through to their relief, and 
vain attempts are also being made 
to bring them food and munitions by 
air. 


FRESH TROOPS 


“ Violent fighting is still going on

At yesterday’s meeting theGeneral 
Secretary, Mr. John O’Brien, B.A., 
reported on the organising work 
done during the past few months, 
The union now has over 40 branched, 
each branch representing a par- 
ticular trade or industry, in addition 
to various area branches established 
in the North, West and South.« 
East of the twenty-six counties. 
Structurally the union has been 
based on existing organisations 
which now form the basis of the 
different branches. The individual 
membership totals close on 500 
people, | 


THE TRIBUNALS 


The chief work done by the head- 
quarters of the organisation has been 
concerned with Emergency Powerm 
Order No. 166 (1942), which pro- 
vided for the setting up of tribunals 
to consider applications for wage in- 
creases. All publications relating to 
this Order and to its amendments 
were studied by the officials of the 
organisation and their purport made 
available to members of the union. 
The union has also co-operated in 
the functioning of the Wages 
Tribunals by setting up a panel of its 
members, from which representatives 
were chosen for nomination to these 
tribunals. The Council yesterday 
endorsed an appeal to employers to 
be ready to accept the responsibility 
of acting on these tribunals as this 
Was necessary to ensure the just 
administration of the Order.
